St. Petersburg, October 24.— At the foreign office the sinking of the 
British fishing vessels was deplored. The authorities manifested the greatest 
anxiety and expressed the hope that the unfortunate affair will be adjusted 
speedily and amicably while they believed that some explanation which will 
throw a new light on the affair w-il be forthcoming as soon as Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky can communicate with St. Petersburg. The authorities are un- 
able to believe that the ships fired u;on the fishing steamer without warning. 

It was deeited during tne day that they prepace a semi-cflicial note 
expressing the regret of the Russian Governm: nt and its willingnets to make 
full repa ation sv soon az the responsibility is fixed. 

While Ambassador Hardings did not receive any instructions, during 
the day he called upon foreign minister Liamsdorff this afternoon informally 
and impressed upor him ths extreme gravity of the affair. He expressed 
horror and regret at the occurence, 


A VERY GRAVE SITUATION
